RESOLVED, | 
1 1 che public Declaration of a whole people in favour of their eſtabliſhed 


Government, and the particular expreſſions of zeal, loyalty, and at- 
tachment to our excellent Conſtitution, under King, Lords, and Commons, pub- 
liſhed by the various Loyal Atfociations and other Meetings throughout this King- 
dom, are too honourable to them, and to the Cauſe which they ſupport, to be lett 


in ſcattered papers to the diſpoſal of 0 and chance.

II. That in conformity to a former Reſolution of the 14th of December 1792, 5 
theſe Declarations ought to be collected, as a memorial to the preſent Generation, 
an example and inſtruction to Poſterity. | 


III. That for theſe purpoſes this Committee having directed a Collection of 
ſuch Declarations to be made, and regularly continued, will cauſe the whole to be 
immediately prepared for publication. | 


IV. That Mr. Dez2xzrTrT, Bookſeller, in Piccadilly, having, on the ziſt of 
December laſt, ſubmitted to the Committee propoſals for publiſhing ſuch Col- 
lection, as ſoon as the fame ſhall be completed; He be furniſhed with the ma- 
terials collected for that purpoſe. | 


V. That though the nature and limits of our truſt do not authorize us to em- 
ploy any part of the fund committed to our care in ſuch a work, yet we will indi- 
vidually give it every ſupport in our power; and we have therefore ordered for our _ 


own private uſe, and at our own expence, ONE HUNDRED COPIES. 


VI. That in order to render this Collection as perfect as poſſible, the Committee 
earneſtly requeſt of ſuch Chairmen of the ſeveral Afſociations, Societies, and 
other Meetings for the ſupporttof the King and Conſtitution throughout the King- 
dom as have not already done them that honour, to tranſmit Copies of their re- 
ſpect ive Reſolutions to this Society. |
